The  causes  of  the  increased  number  of  deaths  w«*e:- 

Cancer. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  during  1954  eleven  compared  with 
five  deaths  from  the  same  cause  in  1953* 
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lesions  of  the  Heart  and  Vascular  System. 

There  were  twenty-two  deaths  from  lesions  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system 
during  1954  compared  with  five  deaths  during  the  previous  year. Seven  of  these  deaths 
were  caused  hy  cronary  disease  compared  with  five  deaths  during  1953 * 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  three  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  1954  compared 
with  one  death  from  this  disease  in  1953 »but  there  we re  no  deaths  due  to  any  other 
infectious  disease  during  1954* 

One  death  was  due  to  a motor  vehicle  accident* 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  area  during  the  year  which  is  most 
gratifying. 

Infant  deaths. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  gone  up  from  21*7  in  1953  to  25*0  in  1954* 

The  actual  number  of  infant  deaths  was  one  and  this  death  appears  to  have 
been  unavoidable. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  Ihgland  and  Wales  for  1954  was  25*5  an4  this  is 
the  lowest  rate  ever  to  have  been  recorded  in  this  country. 

Still-births 

The  still-birth  of  O.38  remains  the  same  as  for  1953* 

The  actual  number  of  still-births  was  one  and  this  brings  the  total  loss 
of  infant  lives  up  to  two.

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The  total  number  of  cases, incul ding  tuberculosis,  was  thirteen  compared 
with  eleven  cases  notified  in  1953* 


There  were  two  cases  of  measles  notified  compared  with  three  cases  in  1953 
and  one  case  of  whooping  cough.  All  three  cases  occurred  in  children  between  the 
ages  of  one  year  end  five  years. 


Regarding  the  cases  of  measles,  one  doctor  informed  me  that  he  was  suspicious 
of  these  cases  before  the  rash  appeared  and  he  isolated  the  cases  immediately. This 
was  a very  wise  precaution  and  it  appears  to  have  precented  the  spread  of  the 
di  sease. 

Regarding  the  whooping  cough  case, no  further  cases  appeared.  Owing  to  the 
present  day  treatment  of  whooping  cough  and  also  immunisation  against  the  disease, 
it  is  V2i ~~j  difficult  to  diagnose  a mild  case.  Often  children  are  seen  at  first  with 
a cough  or  coryza, but  they  cannot  be  diagnosed  as  whooping  couch  at  that  stage  and  ;• 
they  -lave  net  returned  for  a check  up  and  the  doctor  has  not  been  called  to  give 
further  attention. 


There  was  one  case  of  pneumonia  in  an  older  person. 

The  other  cases  were  of  tuberculosis,  seven  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  compared  with  four  cases  the  previous  year, and  there  were  two  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  one  case  in  1953* 


Regarding  the  non-pulnonary  tuberuulosis.the  lesions  were  in  the  hip  and 
in  the  meninges.

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  admitted  to  hospitals  or  sanatoria 
during  the  year  was  four,  and  seven  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discharged  from 
hospitals  or  sanatoria  during  the  same  period. 


Daring  the  begining  of  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  national  Insurance 
informed  me  that  the  sickness  benefit  paid  out  had  increased  considerably.  The 
cause  of  this  appears  to  have  been  colds  and  bronchitis  and  not  influenza* 

Prevention  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Immunisat ion  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  continues  and  this  service 
is  available  by  the  family  doctor  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic.  Unless  the 
child  had  suffered  from  whooping  cough, inoculation  against  both  these  infectious 
diseases  is  given  at  the  same  time,  three  injections  are  necessary  at  monthly 
intervals. 

Diphtheria  has  disappeared  from  the  area, but  parents  should  remember  that 
the  reason  for  this  is  immunisation.  Unless  every  child  is  immunised,  there  is 
grave  danger  of  the  disease  returning  to  the  community. Because  there  are  no  cases 
the  child  has  no  chance  of  acquiring  nattidral  immunity,  therefroe  any  stray  germ 
is  likely  to  cause  a severe  illness  as  the  child  is  not  protected.  Paralysis, 
heart-lesions,  difficulty  in  swallowing  etc.,  can  be  very  severe  in  diphtheria, 
but  parents  do  not  usually  realise  this.  I am  sorry  to  say  that  there  are  still 
several  children  coming  into  the  schools  without  this  protection.  It  means  that 
they  must  have  two  injections  at  school  to  be  protected,  When  a child  enters  school 
at  about  five  years  of  age,  a ’’booster”  dose  is  recommended. This  doe©  stimulates 
the  doses  given  during  infancy  so  that  the  children  remain  immune  and  this  is 
most  important. 

Parents  seeing  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  knowing  the  hazards  are  much 
more  anxious  to  have  their  babies  immunised  against  it  and  for  this  reason, 
children  are  lucky  that  they  can  be  immunised  against  diphtheria  at  the  same  time. 
Giving  the  injections  in  a combined  form  protects  against  both  diseases.

The  number  of  children  receiving  the  ’’booster”  dose  is  extremely  low.Uvery 
parent  should  see  to  it  that  their  children  receive  this  d6se. Enquiries  made  at 
the  Clinic  or  to  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  will  result  in  this 
injection  being  given. 


Smallpox  - Vaccination. 

I would  again  stress  the  importance  of  vaccination  during  infancy.  Owing  to 
rapid  air  travel  from  countries  where  smallpox  i<  found, contacts, and  even  cases 
in  the  early  stages,  may  come  into  the  country  and  spread  the  infection  before 
they  become  aware  of  the  fact,  hence  the  reason  why  vaccination  is  more  important 
now  than  it  was,  say  twenty  years  ago#  Vaccination  can  be  given  by  the  baby’s  own 
doctor  or  at  the  Inf  am  t Welfare  Clinic. 


The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year  was  sixty  and  five 
re-vacci nations  were  carried  out  mostly  on  people  going  abroad. 

Tuberculosis. 

All  cases  notified  are  followed  up  in  detail  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor. She  reports  on  the  housing  condi tions, etc. , and  any  defects  reported  are 
followed  up. Anyone  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  concerned  with  the  handling 
of  milk, food, etc. , are  seen  and  advised  regarding  the  danger. All  contacts  are 
advised  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination  which  includes  a clinical  and 
X-ray  examination, and  for  children  and  young  ad-nits,  a skin  test.  If  found  to  be 
clear, but  susceptible, 3. C.G, vaccination  is  offered.  Most  parents  take  the  advise 
of  the  Chest  Physician  and  have  their  children  vaccinated. 

School  children  are  not  yet  receiving  3. C.G.  vaccination  as  a routine 
procedure  at  school* 
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All  contacts  who  attend  school  are  reported  to  the  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer  and  note  is  made  on  their  school  medical  inspection  cards.  In  this  way, 
they  can  he  seen  at  school  medical  inspection  and  followed  up. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  visit  the  Urban  District  during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT. 


Laboratory  Service. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr. Kingsley 
Smith.  Samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  are  regularly  sent  there  for  bacteriol- 
ogical examination.  Various  other  types  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  to  aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  illness,  e.g,  food  poisoning,  scarlet  fever, 
meningitis, etc. 

Advise  and  assistance  is  always  readily  given  by  Dr. Kingsley  Smith  regarding 
epidemics,  the  taking  of  samples  etc. 

Ambulance  Service. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  are  five  ambulance  stations  in  the  Western  No  2 Health  Area.  These 
are  situated  at  Denbigh, Ruthin, Llangernyw,  Llanrwst  and  Cerrig-y-Drudion,  and 
there  is  one  ambulance  at  each  station,  making  a total  of  five  ambulances  for*  •’** 
the  area.  Each  station  is  manned  by  voluntry  personnel.  To  supplement  the 
ambulances,  use  is  made  of  voluntary  drivers  of  the  W.V. S.  Hospital  Cae  Service 
and  local  taxi  proprietors  for  the  conveyance  of  sitting  cases.  Ambulances  for 
the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases  are  sent  from  the  hospitals  concerned  at 
Wrexham  and  Colwyn  3ay.

Mental  Health  Service. 


This  service  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Much  con  he  done  to  prevent  mental  ill  health  hy  the  proper  housing  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics, 

Patients  attend  Clinics  which  are  held  fortnightly  at  the  Church  Hall,Llanrwst 
and  the  Surgeons  from  the  Oswestry  Orthopaedic  Hospital  attend  once  every  three 
months.  Patients  ere  also  referred  to  the  clinics  held  at  the  hospitals  at  Colwyn 
Bay  and  Rhyl. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics. 

Clinics  are  held  at  hospitals  in  Llandudno,  Wrexham,  Chester  and  Bangor. 
Tuberculosis  Clinics. 

Patients  usually  attend  the  Chest  Clinics  held  weekly  at  Llandudno  and  Rhyl, 
Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  mornings  in  the  month 
and  the  Consultant  sees  cases  referred  by  the  patient's  doctor, or  from  the  routine 
clinic,  on  alternative  Thursday  afternoons.

Patients  from  the  surrounding  rural  areas  also  attend  this  clinic ,hut 
patients  who  are  booked  for  confinement  at  St .Asaph  Hospital  attend  the  clinic 
attached  to  the  hospital  there.  This  is  held  on  Monday  afternoons. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

This  clinic  ie  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  the  attendance  during  the

Babies  from  the  rural  areas  also  attend  this  clinic. 

Welfare  foods  and  Cow  and  Gate  'Dried  Milk  are  distributed  dt*ring  the  ^ 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  sessions  and  also  Welfare  foods  are  available  on  Friday 
afternoons,  thus  giving  ample  opportunity  for  mothers  to  obtain  food  for  £heir  babies. 


Dental  Clinic

The  clinic  is  held  once  a month  at  the  Llanrvst  Clinic. 

Cases  are  referred  from  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  from  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic.  Expectant  and  Nursing  mothers  attend  for  examination  and  treatment  which 
is  given  free  of  charge. 

I have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  figures  of  attendances  for  individual 
clinics,  hut  the  following  figures  show  the  attendances  during  the  year  in  the 
Western  No  2 Area:-  (Llanrwst  and  Denbigh)

There  has  been  a shortage  of  Dental  Officers  in  the  County, therefore, more 
frequent  clinics  cannot  be  held.  It  is  satisfying  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases 
treated  during  the  year  was  an  increase  on  the  number  treated  during  1953* 

Nursing  Services. 

There  is  one  Health  Visitor  in  the  Urban  District  and  she  also  covers  part 
of  Aled  Rural  District  and  part  of  Hiraethog  Rural  District. 

The  Health  Visitor  carries  out  domiciliary  visits  to  all  babies  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  fourteenth  day  from  birth.  In  addition,  she  attends  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  any  special  clinics  such  as  Ophthalmic 
Clinics, examination  of  staff,  pupil  teachers,  teachers,  school  canteen  staff  etc* 

She  is  also  the  school  nurse  and  attends  at  the  schools  for  cleanliness  inspection, 
following  up  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  and  she  attends  at  the  school 
medical  inspections.  Extra  duties  in  connection  with  cancer  research,  arranging 
for  home  helps  also  come  within  her  domain.  These  duties  mean  that  the  Health  Visitor 
has  to  put  a great  deal  of  work  in  during  her  day  and  aften  she  does  not  finish  until 
late  on  in  the  evenings  when  she  settles  down  to  do  her  clerical  work. 

There  is  one  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  working  in  the  area  and  she  covers 
the  whole  of  the  western  half  of  the  county  except  the  Borough  of  Ruthin. 

One  District  Nurse,  who  is  a Qp.een*s  Nursing  Sister,  works  in  the  Urban 
District. 

There  are  six  Home  Helps  working  in  the  area. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

Several  cases  of  aged  people  reported  as  being  in  need  of  care  and  attention 
were  investigated.  In  no  case  was  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
A<fct, 1948  necessary  although  some  cases  did  seem  to  come  into  this  category,  but 
with  persuasion  they  entered  a home  voluntarily.  In  other  cases,  the  Health  Visitor 
was  contacted  and  she  was  able  to  find  a Home  Help  to  go  in  occassionally  to  care 
for  the  person  concerned. 

The  Derby  and  Joan  Club  organised  by  the  W.V. S.  is  doing  valuable  service. 

The  club  meets  once  weekly  and  there  are  forty-five  members.  In  addition  to  their 
weekly  meetings,  they  have  various  parties  and  outings. Also  a Welfare  Scheme 
operates  in  each  Club  and  this  means  that  a great  deal  of  work  for  the  aged  is 
undertaken  by  the  W.V. 3.  and  the  public  are  quite  aware  of  this  and  bring  deserving 
cases  to  their  notice. 

No  Meels  on  Wheels  service  is  available  in  Llanrwst*  I feel  quite  sure  that 
this  service  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  elderly  who  find  it  difficult  to 
cook  for  themselves. 

Housing. 

The  number  of  houses  built  during  1954  by  the  Council  was  ei^it  and  one  house 
was  built  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Council  ere  considering  building  another  19  houses  together  with  10  aged 
persons  dwellings  in  1955* 


No  further  development  has  occurred  in  regard  to  Slum  Clearance  although 
7 of  the  8 back  to  back  houses  in  Plough  Terrace  are  now  closed.  The  tenant  of 
the  remaining  occupied  house  should  be  re-housed  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  to 
enable  Demolition  orders  to  be  served  on  the  8 houses.

Almshouses. 

The  Alms  Houses  were  visited  with  the  agent  and  it  was  agreed  that  •cue 
premises  needed  internal  decorating  and  that  it  was  desirable  to  provide  a 
supply  and  sink  within  the  dwellings.  Also  a suitable  food  store  is  required.  At 
the  present  time  each  person  has  one  room  which  is  used  as  a bed-sitting  roora.^ 

There  is  no  water  in  the  rooms  and  the  W.C.  and  coal  storage  are  outside  and  tnis 
arrangement  is  not  ideal  for  old  people. 

The  Architects  acting  for  the  Sir  John  tynne  Af  Owydr  Hospital  Charitable  Trust 
are  considering  the  preparation  of  an  improvement  scheme  to  the  Almshouses  involving 
the  modem  amenities  as  suggested  and  which  will  qualify  for  grant  under  the  Housing 
and  Repairs  Act,  1954* 

Schools. 

The  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  has  requested  a full  report  on  the 
condition  of  the  schools  in  the  County  so  that  he  may  classify  them  according  to 
defects.  In  this  way,  he  can  draw  up  a list  of  schools  viiich  require  immediate 
attention  and  he  will  submit  a priority  list  to  the  Education  Committee.  A full 
report  on  the  schools  in  the  Urban  District  was  sent  to  the  principal  School 
Medical  Officer  in  July. 

No  improvement  work  has  been  carried  out  as  to  implement  the  recommendations 
of  the  report. 


Sewerage  Disposal. 

The  position  regarding  the  disposal  of  sewerage  remains  the  same.  Tne  rcntaod 
is  by  screening  and  discharging  direct  into  the  river.

Water  Supplies*

which  were  found  to  he  highly  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  Chemical  analysis,  the  result  in  each 
case  being  reported  as  satisfactory.

Refuse  Collections  are  carried  out  by  means  of  one  "Kerri er"  Bantam  low- 
loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly  collection  is  maintained  throughout 
the  town.

Clean  Pood  Campaign. 

The  adoption  of  Clean  Pood  Bylaws  were  considered  by  the  Council  during  the 
year, but  on  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  the  matter  has  been  deferred  pending  the 
amendment  of  the  Model  Bylaws  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Pood  premises  are  periodically  inspected,  and  are  generally  kept  in  a clean 
and  satisfactory  condition. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  proceedings.
